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REPORT  OF

Sir: 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  the 
Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1962.  The 
activities  of  the  Department  are  reported  for  each  separate  Branch  in  the 
pages  that  follow.  Revenue  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1962  and  showing  the  comparative  figures  for  the  preceding 
two  years  is  also  given. 

Revenue  of  the  Department  in  the  fiscal  year  1961  -  62  increased  by 
22.6%  over  the  previous  year  with  fuel  oil  tax  revenue  up  by  $6,581,398 
or  24.9%.  Pari  mutuel  tax  revenue,  insurance  corporations  tax  revenue 
and  revenue  from  licence  fees  and  incorporations  and  registrations  of  com¬ 
panies  also  increased.  Revenue  from  the  Jubilee  Auditoriums  increased 
by  24.3%. 

The  Agent-General,  as  Alberta's  representative  at  Alberta  House  in 
London,  England,  continues  to  ably  perform  the  offices  of  publicity  and 
public  relations  for  the  province  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Considerable  assist¬ 
ance  is  supplied  to  prospective  emigrants  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  the 

province. 

The  number  of  35  mm.  and  70  mm.  films  screened  by  the  Board  of 
Censors,  under  The  Amusements  Act,  in  1962  declined  by  11.1%  from  the 
previous  year,  and  the  number  of  16  mm.  films  screened  declined  by  17.5%. 
The  number  of  eliminations  or  cuts  from  all  films  declined  by  18.3%. 
There  were  three  films  rejected  in  1962. 

The  number  of  incorporations  of  Alberta  companies  and  the  number 
of  registrations  of  extra-provincial  companies  continues  to  reflect  a  healthy 
business  activity  in  the  Province.  There  were  22,925  active  provincial  and 
extra-provincial  companies  on  the  register  at  December  31,  1962, 
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Property  loss  and  loss  of  life  by  fire  in  the  Province  continues  at  a 
fairly  high  level  (nearly  eight  and  one  half  million  dollars  in  1962  and  49 
lives  lost),  and  indicates  the  need  for  continued  efforts  by  the  Fire  Prevention 
Branch  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  province  relating  to  fire  prevention  and  to 
encourage  fire  protection  and  fire  prevention  measures  to  the  extent  possible. 
The  province  again  showed  well  in  the  Annual  Fire  Prevention  Week  Competi¬ 
tion  with  143  communities  participating.  Alberta  was  one  of  only  three 
jurisdictions  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  to  receive  honourable  mention 
in  this  international  competition. 

With  the  new  rates  of  tax  of  fourteen  cents  a  gallon  on  diesel  fuel  and 
twelve  cents  a  gallon  on  all  fuels  other  than  diesel  introduced  in  1961  (up 
from  twelve  cents  and  ten  cents  respectively)  in  effect  for  a  full  year,  com¬ 
bined  with  the  continued  climb  of  petroleum  products  sales  of  all  kinds,  the 
fuel  oil  tax  in  the  fiscal  year  1961  -62  reached  an  all-time  high  of  nearly 
thirty-three  million  dollars.  This  was  48%  higher  than  five  years  ago  and 
158%  higher  than  ten  years  ago. 

Insurance  premiums  written  in  the  Province  continue  to  increase 
steadily  from  year  to  year.  Premiums  of  over  one  hundred  and  twenty-three 
millions  in  1961  were  43%  higher  than  five  years  previously,  and  142% 
higher  than  ten  years  previously. 

The  Jubilee  Auditoriums  enjoyed  their  biggest  year  in  1962  since 
opening  in  1957.  With  over  one  million  patrons  attending  functions  at  the 
two  buildings,  their  value  and  service  to  the  citizens  of  the  province  seems 
amply  demonstrated.  It  is  considered  that  the  policy  of  comparatively  low 
rental  charges  for  local  amateur,  charitable,  educational  and  religious  groups 
has  contributed  materially  to  the  cultural  development  of  the  province. 

With  the  hiring  of  a  Museum  Consultant  in  1962,  plans  have  been 
proceeding  for  the  establishment  of  a  Provincial  Museum  as  one  of  the  final 
projects  in  the  Government's  Five  Year  Plan  announced  in  1958.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  being  finalized  with  the  Glenbow  Foundation  of  Calgary  for  the 
display  of  their  very  valuable  collection  in  the  Old  Court  House  Building 
in  that  city. 

Grants  for  recreational  facilities  under  the  Government's  Five  Year 
Plan  had  exceeded  three  million  dollars  by  the  end  of  1962.  Further  grants 
of  possibly  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  may  be  anticipated  in  1963,  the 
final  year  of  the  program. 

The  Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  Branch  continues  to 
enhance  its  already  enviable  record  in  Canada  in  the  development  of  a  prac¬ 
tical  program  of  leadership  training  for  the  communities  of  the  province. 

The  Department's  assigned  tasks  in  emergency  measures  planning  for 
the  province  include  the  organization  and  eventual  direction  of  emergency 
municipal  fire  services,  and  the  co-ordination  of  a  program  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  essential  government  records.  An  emergency  fire  services  plan  has 
been  developed  in  co-operation  with  municipal  fire  chiefs  and  a  considerable 
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amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  selection  of  essential  governmental 
records.  A  majority  of  the  essential  records  needed  in  the  first  or  "shock" 
phase  of  an  emergency  have  been  selected,  prepared  and  stored. 

The  Alberta  Racing  Commission  Act  was  enacted  in  1962  under 
which  an  Alberta  Racing  Commission  has  been  set  up  to  govern,  direct  and 
control  horse  racing  in  the  Province.  The  Commission  expects  to  be  in  full 
operation  for  the  1963  racing  season. 

Separate  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  are  published  each  year.

ALBERTA  HOUSE 


The  Agent-General  for  Alberta  in  London,  England,  acts  as  resident 
agent  and  representative  for  the  Province  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Through 
his  office  information  concerning  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  Canada  is  given 
to  prospective  emigrants,  to  business  and  industry  desirous  of  establishing  in 
Alberta  or  simply  of  doing  business  with  Aibertans  and  to  persons  planning 
to  visit  the  Province.  In  addition,  information  on  a  wide  range  of  matters 
is  provided  to  Alberta  citizens  visiting  the  United  Kingdom. 

IMMIGRATION : 

During  the  past  year  Alberta  House  was  privileged  to  assist  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  in  the  recruiting  of  personnel  for  the  Alberta  Cancer  Services. 
Assistance  was  also  rendered  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  the  re¬ 
cruiting  of  British  architects  and  draughtsmen.  In  addition,  Alberta  House 
was  again  instrumental  in  obtaining  appointments  in  Alberta  for  doctors, 
nurses,  school  teachers  and  steam  engineers.  Information  and  assistance  was 
again  provided  to  prospective  emigrants  whose  trades  or  occupations  could 
readily  be  utilized  in  Alberta. 

The  last  quarter  of  1962  showed  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
emigrant  enquiries  received  and  interviews  held  at  Alberta  House.  Canadian 
and  Commonwealth  Immigration  Offices  in  the  United  Kingdom  reported  in¬ 
creasing  activity.  This  influx  of  enquiries  may  be  largely  attributable  to  the 
growing  unemployment  problems  developing  in  the  heavily  industrialized 
areas  of  Great  Britain.  Shound  this  situation  continue,  a  considerable  in¬ 
crease  in  emigration  to  all  Commonwealth  countries  may  be  anticipated  in 
1963. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT; 

Despite  growing  unemployment  problems  in  North-East  England, 
Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland,  and  the  increasing  pressure  being  brought 
to  bear  on  British  industrialists  and  financial  institutions  for  new 
plant  construction  in  these  distressed  areas,  a  re-awakening  of  interest  in 
Canada  has  evinced  itself  during  the  latter  part  of  1962  in  United  Kingdom 
industrial  and  financial  circles. 

PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS; 

As  in  past  years,  Alberta  House  continued  to  supply  Alberta  publica¬ 
tions  and  statistical  information  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  British  and 


Canadian  Banks,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Public  Libraries,  Transportation 
Companies  and  Travel  Agents.  Last  year  the  United  Kingdom  Education 
authorities  again  stressed  the  importance  of  teaching  students  more  about  the 
Commonwealth  countries.  As  a  result,  many  requests  for  information  on  the 
Province  were  received  from  schools  and  students  throughout  the  British  Isles. 
Alberta  publicity  material  was  again  distributed  at  trade  exhibitions,  display 
centres  and  at  selective  film  showings. 

Close  contact  was  maintained  with  the  British  and  Canadian  press 
in  London.  General  statistical  information  on  Alberta  education,  health, 
welfare,  agriculture,  natural  resources,  industrial  expansion,  housing  and 
comparative  costs  of  living  was  supplied  to  the  national  and  provincial 
press,  to  the  broadcasting  and  television  services,  to  Chambers  of  Commerce 
and  to  trade  publications. 

Alberta  Government  films  were  shown  at  Immigration  meetings,  uni¬ 
versities,  schools,  industrial  plants,  societies  and  youth  clubs.  There  was  a 
continued  demand  from  the  press,  publishers,  the  film  industry  and  other 
sources  for  official  government  photographs  for  illustration  and  display 
purposes. 

During  the  year  the  Agent-General  was  again  privileged  to  represent 
the  Government  of  the  people  of  Alberta  at  official  functions  and  receptions 
given  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  by  His  Excellency  the  High  Com¬ 
missioner  for  Canada,  by  other  Commonwealth  Governments,  by  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  London  and  by  financial,  commercial  and  industrial 
institutions  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

ALBERTA  VISITORS: 

The  number  of  Alberta  citizens  visiting  Alberta  House  showed  a 
further  increase  over  previous  years.  As  in  the  past,  information  and  assist¬ 
ance  in  connection  with  passport  and  visa  problems,  currency  exchange 
regulators,  transportation,  and  British  and  Continental  tours  was  provided. 
An  increasing  number  of  requests  were  received  from  Alberta  school  teachers 
and  students  visiting  the  United  Kingdom  for  information  and  assistance 
regarding  possibile  entry  into  British  educational  institutions. 

CIVIL  ENQUIRIES: 

Civil  enquiries,  including  requests  for  Birth,  Death  and  Marriage 
Certificates,  again  showed  an  increase  over  previous  years.  Assistance  was 
rendered  in  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  Alberta  and  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  Information  was  obtained  in  connection  with  property 
located  in  the  Province  and  owned  by  United  Kingdom  residents.  Enquiries 
were  instituted  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  missing  persons,  and  for  information 
regarding  the  welfare  of  children  of  separated  or  divorced  parents.  A  number 
of  enquiries  was  received  on  points  of  law  in  Alberta  from  law  firms  and  from 
the  legal  departments  of  commercial  and  industrial  firms. 
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AMUSEMENTS  BRANCH 


The  activities  of  the  Amusements  Branch  include  the  censorship  of 
motion  pictures  by  the  Board  of  Censors,  the  inspection  of  places  of  amuse¬ 
ment  to  insure  public  safety  by  Theatre  Inspectors,  the  collection  of  pari 
mutuel  tax  at  race  meetings  and  the  licensing  of  places  of  amusement. 

The  Board  of  Censors  under  The  Amusements  Act  screens  every 
picture  intended  for  public  showing  in  the  province,  and  the  picture  must 
bear  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Censors  before  it  may  be  shown  in  the 

province. 

CENSORSHIP 

During  the  calendar  year  1962,  the  Board  screened  896  first  print 
standard  (35  mm.  and  70  mm.)  subjects  and  986  first  print  narrow  gauge 
(16  mm.)  subjects.

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FIRE  PREVENTION 

BRANCH 


Under  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  the  re- 
sponsibility  of  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  of  the  Province  and  the  Regula¬ 
tions  thereunder  relating  to  fire  prevention.  His  office  directs  and  encour¬ 
ages  fire  prevention  measures,  instructs  in  fire  protection  methods,  carries 
out  investigations  of  incendiary  and  suspected  incendiary  fires,  compiles 
fire  loss  statistics  and  conducts  a  public  education  program  of  fire  prevention 
and  fire  protection. 

FIRE  LOSSSES 

On  the  basis  of  present  reports  and  estimates  for  1962,  a  small 
reduction  in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  is  indicated.  The  loss  of  life 
by  fire  as  reported  to  this  office,  also  indicates  a  decrease  from  1961  with  a 
total  of  49  deaths  being  reported  to  date.  According  to  present  reports 
and  estimates  received,  a  comparison  for  the  last  three  years  shows:

PLAN  CHECKING 

A  total  of  769  plans  for  hotels,  hospitals,  schools,  and  other  assembly 

buildings  were  checked.  Recommendations  as  to  changes  to  effect  fire  safety 

were  initiated  and  followed  up  by  correspondence  from  this  office. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

(a)  Firemanship  competitions  were  held  in  Ponoka,  Spirit  River,  Coaldale, 
Coleman,  Red  Deer  and  Banff.  Murray  Bedard  Memorial  Shields  were 
presented  to  the  winning  teams  at  each  of  the  above  competitions.  At 
these  competitions,  this  office  assisted  the  fire  departments  sponsoring 
the  competition  by  officiating  and  presenting  competition  prizes  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  aforementioned  shields. 

(b)  The  Fire  Commissioner's  Office  has  continued  to  work  with  the  Alberta 
Emergency  Measures  Organization  and  a  Fire  Services  Plan  for  the 
Province  has  been  completed  and  included  in  the  over-all  Plan  of  the 
Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary.  Emergency  Measures  planning 
and  training  is  continuing  throughout  the  Province. 

(c)  The  program  of  Fire  Officers'  Training  Schools  was  continued  during 
the  year.  Four  schools  were  held,  three  at  the  Vermilion  Agricultural 
School  and  one  in  the  City  of  Calgary,  utilizing  the  facilities  of  the 
Calgary  Fire  Department  Drill  School.  A  total  of  84  Fire  Officers  attend¬ 
ed  these  schools,  at  which  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  of  the  instruction  course 
were  given.  To  date  a  total  of  159  Fire  Officers  have  attended  Part  I 
Schools,  107  have  attended  Part  II,  and  52  have  attended  Part  III.  These 
Fire  Officers  have  represented  a  total  of  121  communities. 

(d)  Amendments  were  made  to  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  during  1962  to 
provide  for  the  closing  of  a  building  following  a  fire  and  during  the 
investigation  of  the  cause  of  the  fire.  A  new  subsection  was  added  to 
Section  25  to  require  any  person,  including  an  insurance  adjuster,  who 
has  knowledge  of  a  suspicious  fire  to  report  this  information  to  the  Fire 
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Commissioner  or  his  local  assistant  forthwith.  Section  41  was  amended 
to  allow  the  adoption  of  a  recognized  code  of  fire  safety  rules  as 
regulations  under  the  Act. 

(e)  The  Canadian  Standards  Association  Standard  B1 39-1 962,  Installation 
Code  for  Oil  Burning  Equipment,  was  adopted  as  Oil  Burning  Equipment 
Regulations  under  The  Fire  Prevention  Act. 

(f)  Assistance  was  provided  by  Inspectors  of  this  Branch  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Insurance  in  conducting  62  investigations  resulting  in  six  prose¬ 
cutions  under  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  and  82  investigations  resulting 
in  seven  prosecutions  under  The  Real  Estate  Agents7  Licensing  Act. 

THE  LIGHTNING  ROD  ACT 

One  new  company  was  licensed  to  sell  and  install  lightning  rod 
materials  in  1962.  Licences  were  issued  to  49  agents.  There  were  21 
investigations  and  13  special  inspections  which  resulted  in  one  prosecution 
under  the  Act. 

An  amendment  to  The  Lightning  Rod  Act  in  1962  allows  the 
adoption  of  a  recognized  code  of  lightning  rod  installation  rules  as  regulations 
under  the  Act.

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Convictions  under  The  Fuel  Oil  Tax  Act  in  the  calendar  year  1962 
totalled  2,152.  Total  fines  amounted  to  $94,587  and  costs  assessed  were 
$5,147.75.  These  convictions  were  almost  entirely  for  the  offence  of  having 
purple  fuel  in  the  fuel  tank  of  a  motor  vehicle.  Minimum  fines  under  the 
Act  were  doubled  in  1962  effective  from  April  5th. 
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GENERAL 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Provincial  Secretary  is  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Province. 
The  Seal  is  affixed  to  certain  classes  of  documents  that  bear  the  signature  of 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  including  commissions,  warrants,  proclamations, 
certificates  and  writs.  Over  600  such  documents  were  sealed  in  1962. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-four  certificates  of  change  of  name  were 
issued  in  1962.  Three  hundred  and  four  certificates  of  authentication  were 
issued  by  the  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  year  in  the  matter  of  selecting 
and  storing  essential  records  of  government  under  the  department's  respon¬ 
sibility  under  the  Alberta  Survival  Plan. 
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INSURANCE  BRANCH 


The  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  licensing  insurance  companies  and  insurance  agents  in  the 
Province,  of  taxing  insurance  companies  and  generally  of  regulating  the 
business  of  insurance  in  Alberta  as  provided  by  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act 
and  The  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act.  The  Superintendent  of  Insurance 
is  also  the  official  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  real  estate  agents  and 
salesmen  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  real  estate  business  under  The  Real 
Estate  Agents'  Licensing  Act. 

THE  ALBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  requires  all  insurance  companies,  insur¬ 
ance  agents  and  insurance  adjusters  to  be  licensed.  Qualifications  by 
examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  192/59  is  required  of  all  new  appli¬ 
cants  for  insurance  agents'  certificates  of  authority  except  for  the  classes  of 
livestock,  hail,  life  or  disability  insurance,  including  sickness  and  accident 
insurance.  Of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1962, 
approximately  21  %  failed  to  pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Operations  of  the  Superintendent's  office  are  planned  to  work  co¬ 
operatively  with  the  various  other  provinces  of  Canada  to  maintain  uniformity 
in  the  enactment  and  the  administration  of  insurance  laws  in  all  of  the 
common  law  provinces  of  Canada.  The  45th  annual  conference  of  the 
Provincial  Superintendents  of  Insurance  was  held  at  Regina,  Saskatchewan, 
in  September,  1962  and  was  attended  by  the  Alberta  Deputy  Superintendent 
of  Insurance. 

Insurance  premiums  for  all  classes  written  in  1961  were  $123,029,487 
as  compared  with  $119,595,732  in  1960,  an  increase  of  2.87%.  Total  life 
premiums,  excluding  fraternal  in  1961  were  $60,370,731  as  compared  with 
$56,662,546  in  1960,  an  increase  of  6.54%. 

Statistics  reflecting  some  of  the  functions  of  the  branch  under  this 
Act  and  the  operations  of  the  industry  follow  as  Appendix  "A". 

THE  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LICENSING  ACT 

Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  25/59  is 
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required  of  all  new  applicants  for  licence  under  the  Act.  Approximately 
18%  of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1962  either  failed 
to  pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write. 

Statistics  reflecting  branch  activities  under  this  Act  follow  as 
Appendix  "B", 

INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS  TAX  ACT 

Under  this  Act  Insurers  licensed  in  Alberta,  other  than  fraternal 
societies,  are  assessed  a  tax  of  2%  of  their  gross  premiums  receivable, 
excluding  marine  insurance  and  annuities  and  less  dividends,  return  premiums 
and  reinsurance  ceded  to  companies  licensed  in  Alberta.  For  the  calendar 
year  ending  31st  December,  1962  and  tax  collected  was  $2,1 37,506.70,  an 
increase  of  $29,957.52,  or  1.4%,  over  the  collections  for  the  previous 
calendar  year.

PREMIUMS  WRITTEN 

To  the  351  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta  in  1961,  Albertans  paid 
$123,029,487  in  insurance  premiums.  This  figure,  compiled  from  the 
Annual  Statements  filed  by  the  companies,  represents  an  increase  over  the 
1960  volume  of  business  of  2.87%.  Based  on  the  1st  of  June,  1961  Alberta 
population  of  1,331,944  (Dominion  Census  Bureau  official  figure),  the  per 
capita  insurance  premium  in  Alberta  in  1961  was  $92.37,  a  decrease  of  85 
cents  from  the  previous  year.  A  comparison  of  premiums  written  by  classes 
for  1960  and  1961  follows:

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MUSEUMS  BRANCH 


During  the  calendar  year  1962,  this  Branch  was  established  and  work 
consisted  primarily  of  surveys,  research,  and  compiling  of  data  and  reports 
for  guidance  of  the  government  in  the  establishment  of  a  Provincial  Museum 
and  a  Provincial  Archives. 


The  Museum  Advisory  Committee  met  four  times  during  the  year 
and  consisted  of  the  following  members:  Hon.  A.  R.  Patrick,  Chairman;  Mr. 
E.  R.  Hughes,  Dr.  Walter  Johns,  Mr.  J.  G.  MacGregor,  Mr.  E,  Bryant,  Mr.  A. 
Henderson  and  Mr.  W.  Kaasa,  secretary. 

A  museum  consultant,  Mr.  R.  O.  Harrison,  commenced  duties  with 
the  Department  in  June,  with  terms  of  reference,  to  prepare  a  detailed  plan 
for  a  provincial  museum,  A  report  delineating  a  long  range  plan  for  develop¬ 
ment  was  presented,  outlining  possible  programmes,  services,  organization  and 
pattern  of  development.  Relationships  to  a  Provincial  Archives  and  historic 
sites  programmes  were  suggested.  A  survey  report  of  Provincial  Archives 
across  Canada  was  also  completed. 

A  survey  of  museums  throughout  the  province  was  undertaken  and 
a  report  was  underway  at  year  end. 

A  survey  was  made  of  the  1912  Calgary  Courthouse  building  to  assess 
its  suitability  for  use  as  a  Provincial  Museum, 

Preliminary  building  and  site  studies  for  adequately  accommodating 
the  long-range  programmes  of  a  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives  were  also 
undertaken,  and  several  sites  were  inspected. 
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ADVISORY  BOARD  ON 
OBJECTIONABLE 
PUBLICATIONS 


The  Advisory  Board  on  Objectional  Publications  established  in  1954 
has  continued  its  work  in  connection  with  the  control  of  the  sale  of  objection¬ 
able  comics,  tabloids  and  salacious  magazines,  and  the  fostering  of  public 
awareness  of  the  danger  inherent  in  permitting  young  people  to  read 
unwholesome  material. 


At  December  31,  1962,  the  personnel  of  the  Board  was  Mr.  Donald 
V.  Steele,  Lethbridge,  Chairman;  Mrs.  W.  H.  Tisdall,  Calgary;  Mrs.  Elspeth 
Ponting,  Westlock;  Mr.  Douglas  H.  Lavoie,  Edmonton;  Mrs.  D.  A.  MacDonald, 
Calgary;  Mr.  John  M.  Godfrey,  Edmonton,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Hovey, 
Edmonton. 


In  order  to  achieve  its  purpose  the  Board  has  developed  a  working 
agreement  with  wholesale  distributors  of  magazines,  comic  books,  and  tabloids 
in  the  Province  whereby  the  distributors  accept  recommendations  made  by 
the  Board  and  voluntarily  refrain  from  distributing  titles  which  the  Board 
has  deemed  to  be  "objectionable".  During  the  year  the  Board  held  five 
meetings  at  which  specific  publications  were  assessed  and  decisions  reached 
with  regard  to  recommendations  for  withdrawal  in  Alberta.  From  the  date 
of  the  establishment  of  the  Board  over  150  publications  have  been  voluntarily 
withdrawn  from  distribution  in  the  Province  of  Alberta  by  the  magazine 
wholesalers  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Board.

The  figures  shown  above  represent  disbursements  on  573  different 
recreational  facilities  in  the  Province. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  normal  increase  in  the  numbers 
of  conventions,  meetings,  and  symposiums  held  in  Alberta  due  to  the 
Province's  continuing  increase  in  popularity  as  the  locale  for  such  gatherings. 
On  many  occasions  government  hospitality  in  the  form  of  luncheons,  dinners, 
etc.  was  extended  to  groups  that  were  national  or  international  in  scope  and 
which  groups  chose  Alberta  as  the  site  for  their  annual  conclave.  The  color¬ 
ful  government  menu  covers  continue  to  increase  in  popularity  and  these 
menu  covers  are  widely  distributed  to  both  local  organizations  and  to  visitors 
from  outside  the  Province.  Expressions  of  appreciation  for  these  menu  covers 
have  been  received  from  many  points  in  Canada,  U.S.A.,  Europe  and  Asia. 

During  the  past  year  the  Province  was  visited  by  dignitaries  from 
other  countries  and  it  has  been  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Relations 
Director  to  assist  the  government  in  extending  a  welcome  to  such  visiting 
dignitaries. 

The  Public  Relations  Office  has  distributed  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  descriptive  and  informative  literature  dealing  with  the  Province 
and  the  operation  of  various  government  services.  The  government  informa¬ 
tion  telephone  service  attached  to  the  office  of  the  Public  Relations  Director 
continues  to  be  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  public. 

The  new  location  of  the  Public  Relations  Office  together  with  the 
information  telephone  in  the  lobby  adjacent  to  the  front  door  of  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Building  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  enabling  this  branch  to  render 
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a  higher  degree  of  service  to  the  general  public  visiting  the  Legislative 
Building.  In  addition  to  its  normal  duties  this  branch  assists  summer  visitors 
by  distributing  literature  prepared  by  the  Alberta  Government  Travel  Bureau, 
by  providing  tourist  information  when  it  is  requested,  and  by  assisting  in 
arranging  for  tours  of  the  Legislative  Building  when  such  requests  are  made. 

Alberta's  representatives  at  national  athletic  events  such  as  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Ladies'  Golf  Championships,  the  Ladies'  Canadian  Curling  Champion¬ 
ships,  the  Canadian  High  School  Curling  and  the  Macdonald  Brier  Bonspiel 
have  been  presented  with  official  crests  as  Provincial  representatives  and  the 
responsibility  of  having  these  crests  prepared  and  presented  in  a  suitable 
manner  has  rested  with  the  Public  Relations  Director.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  GEOGRAPHIC  BOARD  OF  ALBERTA 

For  the  Year  1962 

NATURE  OF  THE  BOARD'S  DUTIES 

The  duties  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta  include  the  collecting, 
recording,  and  collating  of  information  concerning  names  of  geographical 
features  in  Alberta.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  govern¬ 
mental  departments  (federal  and  provincial),  municipalities,  railway 
companies  and  other  bodies  and  individuals  concerned  with  the  selection  of 
place  names.  The  Alberta  Board  collaborates  with  the  Canadian  Permanent 
Committee  on  Geographical  Names  with  respect  to  the  choice  of  new  geo¬ 
graphical  names,  the  elimination  of  alternate,  undesirable  and  duplicate 
names  and  the  adoption  of  desirable  changes  in  the  spelling  of  names.  The 
following  is  a  short  resume  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  pursuance  of 
these  duties  for  the  year  1962. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PERMANENT 
COMMITTEE  ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

The  Secretary  attended  this  meeting  held  in  Ottawa  in  February,  1962. 
The  main  item  on  the  agenda  was  the  study  of  a  revised  Principles  of  Nomen¬ 
clature.  Careful  consideration  was  given  to  the  many  new  points  outlined 
and  a  draft  set  of  Principles  was  to  be  sent  out  to  all  members.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  the  Province  of  Quebec  now  has  a  permanent  member  on  the 
Committee  and  that  the  new  Principles  of  Nomenclature  will  also  appear  in 
French.  The  study  of  the  new  Principles  occupied  the  entire  meeting.  The 
new  Principles  are  similar  to  the  old  save  that  they  spell  out  the  various 
points  more  clearly. 

NEW  PLACE  NAMES 

There  were  no  adoptions  of  noteworthy  names  for  geographical  fea¬ 
tures  in  1962.  As  before  there  were  requests  for  approval  of  names  for 
sidings  serving  petroleum  plants  and  for  verification  of  existing  names. 
Mention  should  be  made  of  the  adoption  of  names  for  sidings  of  the  new 
Great  Slave  Lake  Railway. 

THE  GAZETTEER  OF  ALBERTA 

Ever  since  the  Gazetteer  of  Alberta  was  first  published  in  1 958,  annual 
supplements  have  been  issued  to  keep  it  up  to  date.  These  are  published 
by  the  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Highways  Department  for  the  years  1958, 
1959,  1960  and  1961.  It  is  expected  that  a  similar  supplement  will  be 
prepared  and  published  covering  1962.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the 
Surveys  Branch  for  preparing  these  supplements. 

PLACE  NAMES  OF  ALBERTA 

As  new  names  are  added  to  the  map  of  Alberta,  a  record  of  their 
origin  is  kept  wherever  possible.  This  is  done  by  a  card  file  which  will  be  of 
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great  use  in  preparing  a  new  edition  of  Place  Names  of  Alberta.  It  is  hoped 
that  with  the  assistance  of  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  it  will  be 
possible  to  publish  a  revised  version  of  the  work.  To  date  little  if  anything 
has  been  done  in  this  regard  at  the  office  of  the  Permanent  Canadian 
Committee.
